Jack Maury, ha# in the past day or two 
been ia tench with Kan Be lien and Bale Grabb, and vi had previously 
provided fees with copies of the MU and some paper# explaining our 
problems aad proposed « elutions. However, now that Senator Ervin*# 
Subcommittee Is about to take up the matter, 1 u-aet to call it to four 
personal attention- 

Although the bill ia its present form does provide limited 
exemptions for CIA, USA aad the FBI, it nevertheless seriously inhibits 
our ability to obtain full information about our employees. Other 
provisions impair the command end disciplinary system essential to 
management and security in a sensitive intelligence organisation. For 
example: 

a. The MU gives the employee the right to counsel 
the moment he is Bret questioned regarding any conduct which 
might lead to disciplinary action.

After a somber of requests on oar part. Senator Ervin haa t 
reluctantly agreed to hoar m in ***eotive session of fela Subcommittee 
on Constitutional Rights of the Judiciary Committee an Tuesday, 22 July. 
Me mber a of thla Subcommittee are Senator* McClellan, Kennedy, Bayfe, 
Byrd (W. , Va. ), Hruaha, feag and Thurmond. Wo have talked with 
Senator* McClellan and Bayfc, both of whom agree that CIA and the other 
eeearity agencies should he granted a complete exemption. Senator Ervin, 
of course, is adamantly opposed to each an exemption, and we understand 
Senators Kennedy and Fees probably shore this view. We do not kaov the 
position of Senators Byrd, H rusks and Thurmond, hut I believe that if yon 
could convey to them some indication that the Administration supports our 
position this would be extremely helpful. 

I would therefore be most grateful for anything you can appropriately 
do in this regard,
